Officers determined that 
Rogers fired one shot in the 
living room and then went back 
to the bedroom, where he re- 
loaded and shot himself in the

The Psalmist wrote, ‘‘Be 
still and know. that I am 
God, . .”” (Psalm 46:10), Still- 
ness is not a part of the or- 
dinary life-style of the typical 
person in the last quarter of the 
twentieth century. The frantic 
pace of living abolishes hope 
for much time to be spent in 
meditation and thoughtfulness, 
Perhaps the intention of the 
Psalmist was not that manes- 
cape the rush of living but that 
he become an oasis of calm in 
the middle of the storm. In 
such an oasis, man can dis- 
cover some very important 
things about himself, about 
those around him, and about 


In the stillness, individu- 
als, discover the incomparable 
joy of hearing the still small 
voice of God speaking. Elijah 
discovered that he did not find 
God in the whirlwind, the fire, 
or the earthquake, but in this 
inner sense of His presence 
and overshadowing power. Of- 
ten, people seem to indicate 
that they doubt whether God is 
still in the business of speak- 
ing to men in their times of 
need, Perhaps the question is 
not whether God still speaks, 
but does man have time to 
listen. The life-giving words 
of God flow from the throne of 
grace in a never ending st- 
ream, and these words are av- 
ailable to those who take time 
to listen, Surely, God has 
something that he wants tosay 
to you--do you have time tobe 
still and listen? 


Openness to the words of 
God will, in the quietness of 
‘thoughtful meditation, lead to 
an evaluation of ones system 
of values, Either consciously, 
or unconsciously, every per- 
son develops a sense of values 
which to a large degree deter- 
mine individual reactions to 
people and circumstances, 
Someone has said that Ameri- 
cans know the price of every- 
thing and the value of nothing, 
It seems hardly possible that 
one can be still with God and 
reevaluate the value-system 
of his or her life. In sucha 
reevaluation, people, circum- 
Stances, and things, are placed 
in a proper perspective so that 
their true value is determined, 
It will be remarkable how un- 
important some things really 
when the proper 
method of evaluation is dis- 
covered, 


One of the primary rew- 
ards of stillness in the pre- 
sence of God, is the aware- 
ness that since God is willing 
to accept you, then you can 
accept yourself, Pent up re- 
sentment against yourself can 
only lead to frustration and 
unhappiness, What a glorious 


thing to discover that God sees 
infinite worth in you, and’that 
as a creature made in the im- 

age of God you can feel ac-

THE SCHOOL DROPOUT 


BY: Chief M. W. Johnston, Elba Police Department 
ARTICLE #3 of 13 
Last week we touched on what might be done to prevent 


a youngster dropping out of school. This week’s discussion will 
be on measures to be taken after it has happened, This office 
has a special interest in the subject because a high percentage 
of teens who get into serious trouble with the law are dropouts. 

For the parent who has himself gone on through college, 
the thought of high school dropout is incomprehensible. Even 
to the parent who was a dropout in his own time it is hard to 
understand, because he, more than anyone, knows what a long- 
range mistake is being made, 

What goes through the teen’s mind when he becomes a 
dropout? Is he concerned with what it will mean to him later, 
how much it will cost him in unearned income, the effects it 
will have on his future family? Obviously he thinks only of him- 
self, and what else could be expected of him, at this stage in 
emotional development he is taking a seemingly final, easy way 
out of what appears to him as a lot of senseless hard work, 

Quick, immediate countermeasures are needed, Some 
found to be helpful are: 

*Arrange with a young college student---one who is having 
to work to help put himself through school--to talk to your drop- 
out about why he is putting forth all the effort it obviously takes, 

*Determine what your youngster likes to do best, and try 
to tie it in with a career later, Example: He likes building 
model airplanes, and this might lead to becoming an aeronau- 
tical engineer, but certainly not with less than a college educa- 
tion. ‘Show him how, without proper formal education, he cannot 
do the things he most enjoys and will have to forego them in favor 
of work he won’t like to do, just to make enough income to sur- 
vive. Point out the alternative occupations, using those you 
know would be most repulsive to him. 

*If he is involved with a girl he cares for, discuss the pos- 
sibilities of later marriage, how due to his lack of education, 
she will always have to work to help support their family, And, 
that she will most likely have more education than he and pro- 
bably as a result, earn more money than her husband all their 
lives, ‘Make him cringe at the thought, work on his ego, 

*If there is a family church bond, arrange for him to have a 
talk with your minister. Even a minister unfamiliar with the 
family or this situation would be more than willing to help in 
counsel. 

*Prearrange a talk with an employment counselor, prefer- 
ably one connected with a private employment agency, Pay for 
the time taken, if necessary, for haying the differences in job 
availabilities explained by a professional will carry consider- 
able weight with your teen. 

Usually the dropout needs a drastic awakening to the path 
he has chosen, and it is unlikely the parent, at this stage, can get 
him out of his rut without outside help. Don’t be embarrassed 
to ask, as any adult knows the severity of your plight, once ap- 
prised, and most are anxious to help a youngster. 

Change things -- drastically -- away from the former 
routines, developing an atmosphere of serious intent in the home. 
Keep up a constant barrage of words of encouragement about 
returning to school, showing you fully expect him todoit, Be

Trooper Discusses D W | 
Reductions After Arrests 


The following is a talk pre- 
sented to the Lions Club of Elba 
at a recent meeting. Trooper 
Jack Weekley of the Alabama 
State Troopers gave the pre- 
sentation to alert citizens to 
the present situation relating 
to drivers arrested for Driv- 
ing While Intoxicated. 

“Tonight we’re going to 
talk about the “habitual offen- 
der driver.” You know who 
he is, , .he’s the person who 
has formed the habit of driy- 
ing too fast...driving across 
the center line,,.he doesn’t 
yield the  right-of-way...he 
follows too close...he drives 
too slow and doesn’t move with 
the flow of traffic...he takes 
chances and makes improper 
turns.,.and worse then any of 
these he DRINKS AND DRIVES, 

Moré than half of all Am- 
ericans killed and maimed on 
our nation’s highways are at- 
tributed to this driver. Al- 
though this ‘offender driver” 
only represents 5% of our driv- 
ing population, he leaves a 
wake of death and destruction 
that is enormous. 

In one state a record was 
kept for 11 years on ONE 
habitual offender driver..,.this 
record shows that this driver 
was arrested 25 times during 
this period. Ten arrests for 
driving while intoxicated, ten 
times for driving while sus- 
pended and five times for driv- 
ing too fast. He was arrest- 
ed an average of 2.3 times 
a year during this 11 year per- 
iod, and maintained his driv- 
er’s license legally, for only 
3 months during this period, 
and yet, he continued to drive, 
kill and maime the unsuspect- 
ing public. 

In our own State, in Cone- 
cuh County we have a record, 
of a man who for the past 21 
years has made a habit of 
driving in such a way that he 
not only endangered his own 
life, but all others around him. 
One week last year, this man 
ran down a young mother, 27 
years old, killed her, andser- 
iously injured her young son, 
This man had an arrest record 
spanning 21 years for traffic 
violations, the latest of which 
was a charge of DRIVING 
WHILE INTOXICATED, and 
some sympathetic Judge re- 
duced this charge of driving 
while intoxicated to reckless 
driving, allowing this drunk to 
retain his LICENSE TO KILL, 
At the time of this accident 
that took this young mother’s 
life, the blood alcohol content 
‘in this man’s blood stream 
was a staggering .29 percent. 
.10 is considered too drunk 
to drive in Alabama, Although 
he lost his own life in this 
accident, he didn’t do so in 
time to saye this young mo- 
ther, 

You know one of the many 
privileges we have in this 
country is the freedom to move 
from place to place. We have 
the freedom to move from one 
end of this great nation to the 


other without PERMISSION or. 


RESTRICTION, and because 
of this, millions of Americans 
exercise this freedom daily, 
and thousands die every year 
because this same freedom ap- 
plies to the “offender driver,” 

Until we the public, demand 
of our courts, to take this kind 
of driver off the roads, he 
will continue to speed, drink, 
drive on the wrong side of the 
road and kill, . .sometimes 
we may wonder if freedom is 
worth the terrible burden that 
the innocent are having topay. 
I think, that Americans spend 
too much time looking for a 
scape goat, Instead of weep- 
ing, and wailing, over our dead 
on our nation’s highways, we 
absolutely must demand that 
our courts take these drivers 
off the roads, The public 
should demand that no charge 
of driving while intoxicated be 
reduced, We must stand up for 
what we KNOW is right, other- 
wise, we’re going to loose our 
freedom, 

All of us here today know 
at least one person whodrinks 
too much, , .and most of us 


know that he is really a good 
person. . .that is; when he’s 

SOBER, . .but you know alco- 

hol can do strange things to 

people, and this good person 

we’re talking about when he is 

Sober, is not the same good 

guy when he is drunk, 

If you’ve ever been around 

a court room and heard the ch- 
arge of drunk driving reduced 
to reckless driving, on a 
man--then you’ve heard some- 
body in the crowd say, “Oh, 
I know Ol’ John, he’s a pretty 
good ol’ boy, goes to church, 
makes a good living for his 
family, let’s give him another 
chance, I don’t think he meant 
to hurt those people, WHO 
were THEY anyway, I don’t 
know them, were they from 
around here?” I have known 


“ John for 10 years, he works

hard,..yes he has his faults, 
just like the rest of us; and 
I guess he drives a little too 
fast at times, and he doesn’t 
seem to be able to control 
his  liquor---but outside of 
THAT he means well... 
You know what I think about 
good ol’ John ... I think that 
if he really means well, he 
wouldn’t drink and drive..... 
and it’s my opinion that speed- 
ing and driving while intoxi- 
cated are about the worst faults 
any of us can have, And you’d 
better watch that good guy that 
you’ye just helped retain his 
license . .. if you’re on a 
jury . .. he could take a cou- 
ple of drinks and be headed 
straight at your family, 


***A tremendous effort is cur- 
rently underway in Alabama 
to get these offender drivers 
off the road. We have an old, 
obscure and almost forgotten, 
law on our books that is active- 
ly being pursued in Madison, 
Montgomery and Mobile Coun- 
ties, This law reads in part; 
One of the legal definitions 
of “First-Degree”’ ‘murder in 
Alabama, is any act “greatly 
dangerous”? to the lives of 
others, and evidencing a ‘‘de- 
praved mind,’’ with no regard 
for human life. And the law 
says there doesn’t have to be 
-a “preconceived purpose” to 
take the life of anyone in part- 
icular. 

The State Supreme Court 
has ruled that a motorist can 
be charged with “first-degree 
‘murder” in a traffic death 
where there is evidence of a 
‘“‘oreatly dangerous” act anda 
“depraved mind’’ with no re- 
gard for human life, 

I think that the efforts of 
these officials in Madison, 
Montgomery, and Mobile 
Counties should be acclaimed, 
and it’s my opinion that with 
more officials on this same 
track, we’re going to get the 
drunks off our roads!! 


You know there was atime 
in Alabama when a drunk 
could RUN DOWN, and KILL, 
an innocent person, and pay 
a $500 dollar fine, and get a 
6 month suspended jail sen- 
tence, and go about his deadly 
game again and again,,,but I 
think those days are over. 

In some Scandinavian Co- 
untries, a conviction of Drunk 
Driving, (not killing a person) 
carries an automatic 3 week 
jail sentence,,.no holes barred 
---and over there, it doesn’t 
matter WHO you know!ll!, or 
WHO you arel!l! You cool it 
for three weeks,,,as a quest 
of the courts. 

I wonder what would hap- 
pen in Alabama if we had that 
same law. I would be willing 
to bet that you couldn’t talk 
anybody into drinking and dri- 
ving. You know a fine doesn’t 
hurt some of our more pro- 
minent citizens, but can you 
imagine some big wheel execu- 
tive cooling it in the County 
Jail for three weeks---I don’t 
know of anybody that could 
Stand that,’”’

CENTIPEDE DECLINE 

Dr. Harold Walker at Au- 
burn is almest as frustrated 
over Centipede iawn problems 
as we are here in the county. 
He offered some recommenda- 
tions for improving Centipede 
lawns, Incidentally, Centipede 
is our major lawn grass in 
Coffee County, 

He recommends the follow- 
ing: 2 applications of fertilizer 
for Centipede -- one in the 
spring and the other in mid- 
Summer; the type fertilizer 
used should be based on soil 
test results; if you cannot 
test or are in doubt use 15-0- 
15, 

The mowing heighth should 
be no higher than 1 1/2 inches 
from the soil surface. Dr. 
Walker prefers a cutting hei- 
ghth of 1 inch, Dead grass 
clippings must be controlled 
and moved from the lawn occ- 
asionally, The best time to 
do this is before grass begins 
growing in the spring. Cutting 
extremely low with the mower 
and raking with a flexible rake 
is one way to do this. Using 
a thatching machine is also 
effective. 

Dr, Walker also makes 
several other recommenda- 
tions on Centipede grass. If 
you would like to have a copy 
of our complete recommenda- 
tions on managing Centipede, 
call us at 894-5596 or write 
to use.

production of just about all 
crops, One of the main bene- 
fits of liming is maintaining 
soil pH. The importance of 
pH becomes even more im- 
portant when you know that 
with a pH of 5.0 only half of 
the nitrogen is available, At 
a pH of 5,0 phosphorus avail- 
ability is only one-third of what 
it would be if the pH were at 
7.0, Potassium availability at 
a pH of 5.0 is only 52% of 
what it would be if the pH were 
adequate, Since these are the 
three minerals most needed by 
crops and pastures and gar- 
dens in Coffee County, it is 
obvious that liming is ex- 
tremely important, 


FARM MANAGEMENT 

Charles Maddox, one of our 
farm management specialists 
at Auburn, pointed out recently 
that the cost of money used 
in farming has gone up less 
than any ofthe other costs, For 
example, fertilizer costs have 
gone up dramatically. Herbi- 
cide and fungicide costs have 
increased a lot, Landhas gone 
up and also labor, equipment 
and others, Maddox pointed out 
the importance of money in 
agriculture. 

We are very fortunate in 
Coffee County in that we have 
several banks. We have the 
Production Credit Associa- 
tion, the Savings Loan Asso- 
ciation, the Federal Land Bank 
and some individuals who lend 
money for farming operations, 
Just about everybody agrees 
that it is going to take more 
money to farm in the future. 


YOUNG FARMERS 
Oneal Sanders and David 
Kelley are two young men 


farming in the Jack Commun- 
ity. They have corn and pea- 
nuts and are adding hogs and 
getting interested in broilers, 
Sanders has worked for anum- 
ber of years with other people, 
but he is launching out on his 
own now and I am impressed 
with his ability to work, 

Sanders was one of the two- 
ton per acre peanut producers 
last year and was awarded 
a nice plaque and certificate 
by the Alabama Peanut Pro- 
ducers Association. 

Fortunately, we are getting 
several young farmers inbus- 
iness in Coffee County, This 
is going to help maintain agri- 
cultural income, We are No.6 
in the state at the present time. 
We have so many opportunit- 
ies to improve, I hope that 
each farmer will look at his 
own Situation and try to imn- 
prove this year, 


FARM RECORDS 


We have a number of farm 
record books which are free to 


Coffee County farmers, These 


books are excellent for keeping 
all types of farm records, 

Dr. Julian Holmes, one of 
our farm management special- 
ists at Auburn, told a group 
recently, “Force yourself to 
think record keeping, Do itso 
often that it becomes habit 
forming. The IRS willrequire 
you to prove your entries in 
your tax return,”’ 

Farm records are useful 
not only in tax returns, but 
they are very useful in det- 
ermining how well you are do- 
ing. I remember so clearly 
Mr, John Brunson, formerly of 
the Elba Exchange Bank, re- 
minding me of the importance 
of farmers keeping records, 
He said, “If we did not keep 
records in the bank, we would 
be out of business in short or- 
der. It is not as necessary 
that farmers. keep detailed re- 
cords like we do, but they cer- 
tainlv do need to improve,’’

NO GENERATION GAP IN 
ALCOHOL USE 

Increasing numbers of high 
school juniors and seniors are 
getting their highs from booze, 
not barbiturates, according to 
a nationwide poll of 22,300 
students featured in WHO’S 
WHO AMONG AMERICAN 
HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS. 

During the last five years, 
teenage consumption of wine 
and beer has jumped by over 
/ In the 1971 survey, 
only two-fifths of the stu- 
dents had indulged, This year, 
87% were drinking wine; three- 
fourths, beer, Use of hard 
liquor also increased -- from 
47% in 1971 to 61%-this year, 

One reason hangovers are 
becoming a common teen mal- 
ady is the easy availability of 
alcohol; three-quarters ofthe 
Students said they could readi- 
ly buy it -- even if they were 
under age, 

Other reasons for increas- 
ed teenage drinking seem to 
be: 

*general acceptance of al-

Deadline Near For 
Women Veterans 


The application deadline 
for women veterans eligible for 
a special retroactive GI Bill 
payment is only three months 
away, the Veterans Adminis- 
tration reminded recently. 

Women veterans must con- 
tact a VA regional office before 
July 1 and must furnish proof 
of marriage while in training 
to be paid the retroactive sum. 

Letters with a form on 
the reverse which should be 
completed and mailed toa VA 
regional office before July 1 
were mailed by VA to 75,000 
women veterans in February. 
This group attended school un- 
der the GI Bill during the 
specified time period, but the 
agency does not have the aut- 
hority-to pay without receiving 
applications from these vet- 
erans. 

Women who trained after 
October 24, 1972, have already 
been paid on the same basis 
as their male counterparts, 
The law does not allow the 
additional amount for husbands 
to be paid to women who trained 
under the World War II and 
Korean Conflict GI Bills.

Free Lunch 


Jackson, who sold office sup- 
plies to the county, invited a 
county official to lunch one day 
to talk over some matters of busi- 
ness. At the end of the meal, 
Jackson picked up the check. 

Not long afterward, the official 
was arrested on a criminal charge. 
The charge was that he had vio- 
lated an old law against bribery 
by accepting the free lunch. 


As it happens, the court found 
the official not guilty. The court 
pointed out that his sole purpose 
in going to the lunch was to dis- 
cuss county business, not to gain 
any personal benefit. 

Still, the very fact that such a 
charge was brought is an indica- 
tion of renewed attention to the 
laws against bribery. In these 
post-Watergate times, statutes 
Jong dormant are being dusted off 
and reenergized, 

Another case involved not an 
ordinary business lunch but a din- 
ner-and-drinks treat at a night 
club. This time, the official had 
been invited not to discuss busi- 
ness but to help celebrate a new 
government contract obtained by 
his host. 

A court ruled later that this 
transaction was indeed a viola- 
tion of the bribery statute. The 
court said it could be compared to 
“an outright payment of cash to 
the (official) for his own use.” 

In another recent case, a con- 
tractor paid a county official's 
travel expenses to two out-of- 
State sporting events. This too was 
held improper, even though there 


was no evidence that the contrac-, 


tor had gotten anything specific 
in return. 

As one judge put it: 

“(Such payment) tends, subtly 
or otherwise, to bring about pref- 
erential treatment for those who 
give gifts as distinguished from 
those who do not. The procuring 
of public officials. be it intentional 
or unintentional, is fatally de- 
structive to good government.”
